Fort Wayne Youth Sent Up 


for Murder Succumbs 


to Consumption. 


Michigan City, Ind., Dec. 5.—Claude 


Smith, sentenced 
for life January 


23, 1897, for murder at Fort Wayne, 
died today in the hospital of the Indi- 
ana state prison, of tuberculosis. 


Claude Smith was tried ia the cir- 


cuit court in January. 1897, for the 
murder of George Freeh, a fourteen- 
year-old boy, who was employed in 
the Bass foundry and machine works. 
He was found guilty and sentenced to 
the penitentiary for life. 


The murdered lad was the son of 


Mr. and Mrs. Henry Freeh, who lived 
at that time on Romy avenue, out 
near the state school. The crime 
was committed on the night of Oc- 
tober 10, 1906. Two days later Smith 
was arrested and charged with the 
crime.

Norfolk, Va., Dec. 5.-—The wind 


reached a maximum velocity at Cape 
Henry in last night's coast storm of 
sixty miles an hour.

BATTLE 


Princeton to be Without Sa- 


loons— Old Crusade 


Days Recalled. 


Princeton, Ind., Dec. 5.—Princeton 


was freed from saloons at 11 o'clock 
last night. 
It is to ho absolutely 


"dry," for the police have been in- 
structed by Mayor Cushrnan to prose- 
cute every violator of the liquor laws. 


When tho temperance people started 


the movement here anout 
seven 


.months aso thoro were 
sixteen sa- 


loons. 
When closing up time camo 


last night there were only three sa- 
loon doors to lock. 
Tho temperance forces made a sys- 


tematic fight In each ward In the city 
and In several Instances they fought 
their -way at every step. In tho First 
ward both sides had committees work- 
ing, and whero one committee went 
the opposing forces would follow, and 
many voters hopped from one side of 
the fence to the other in less than 
half an hour. 
But the fight this year was not so 


drastic as in 1856, when the saloons, 
or "groggerles" as they were called In 
those days, were closed out a la Car- 
rie Nation. Instead cf using peaceful 
arms of modern warfare In the tem- 
perance world, over 100 women armed 
with hatchets, marched to tne saloons, 
which were then unlicensed, and after 
vainly trying to get a promise from 
the saloon men to desist in selling 
liquors, smashed In the 
doors and 


broke open kegs and cases. Six sa- 
loons were visited, and in every case 
but one, liquor, not blood, was spilled. 
In one Instance a promise to stop was 
gained and the women marched away. 


The "crusade" was participated In 


by many of the leading women of the 
town, and several are still living who 
wielded a hatchet on that occasion 
At the time it created quite a furore 


but no action was ever taken against ' 
ihose who participated.

Few saloon 


keepers have escaped at least one con- 
viction as the police have been alert 
and saloon keepers generally 
were 


surprised at this action. Tho presi- 
dent of tho board stated that tho en- 
forcement of liquor laws should ho 
with the commissioners and if license 
is denied wheft there Is one convic- 
tion there would bo little evasion of 
tho law. The fight of tho commission- 
ers to refuse licenses on only one con- 
viction has been raised.

He re- 
viewed Senator Knox's public career 
and pointed out how intimately he 
was identified with and responsible 
for the success of many of the great 
policies that have aided in making 
the administration of President Roose- 
velt notable. 
At tho conclusion of Mr. Burko'o 


speech Representative John Dalzell, 
of the-Pittsburg district, made a mo- 
tion that the 
declarations

with cheers. 
Lauds Roosevelt's Sincerity. 


Governor Stuart and 
Lieutenant 


Governor Murphy, in their speeches, 
said that Pennsylvania should demand 
tho nomination for tho senator. Mr. 
Knox was then called on. 
In part 


he said: 
"An astute political 
leader 
once 


said: 
' 
'"Republican nominations have al- 


ways boon made with a thorough un- 
derstanding and concession of the fit- 
ness and availability of 
the candi- 


dates and an intelligent and compre- 
hensive survey of tactical positions.' 
"This observation was' predicated 


upon a resume ot th'e conditions and 
reasons which led to the selection of 
all the republican candidates 
from 


Fremont to McKInley. 


"Supplementing this statement and 


bringing the party record to date, I 
may add that in 1904 Theodore Roose- 
velt was nominated and overwhelm- 
ingly elected as a tribute to his sin- 
cerity and in approval of his unrelent- 
ing purpose to stamp out public vice 
and- corporate abuses and to secure 
tbe'equality of all before the law. 


"Lot me venture to predict that the 


delegates to the next republican na- 
tional convention will approach and 
perform their duty of selecting the 
nominee of the party with the same, 
wisdom, with an eye ningle to the pub- 
lic and party weal and uninfluenced 
by other consideration. 


Praises President's Acts. 


"Adverting to what has been said

Chicago. III.. Dec. 5.—President John- 


son, discussing: the demnmls of the minor 
leagues for further favors from the ma-, 
jors. made it plain he was in favor of 
standing pat and permitting the minors 
to go as far as they liked in the matter 
of "hanging themselves." 
After a con- 


ference with the representative from the 
American 
Association 
yesterday. 
Mr. 


Johnson said he Tvas practically certain 
that the organization planned to locate 
the St. Paul club in this city next season. 
He already Imd received a letter from the 
secretary of the minor league body em- 
bodying the reciuests of the American 
Association and Eastern league. These, he 
said, included elevating: these two leagues 
to "Class A A/' raising the draft price 
to J1.500, and restricting the majors to 
draft from the higher classes of minor 
leagues only, or at least permitting the 
minors to draft players at the same time 
as the majors. 
"The minors have 90 per cent the bet- 
ter of it under present arrangements," 
said President Johnson. "For years they 
have been receiving large sums of money 
from tho majors for players. The Boston 
.American League team alono paid the 
minors $40.000 for players last year and 
will be lucky If they get two or three men 
out of the lot fit for fast company. The 
rest thf minors will got bnck for com- 
paratively nothing. Yet they are contin- 
ually demanding more favors. I think It 
would he better to give them all the rope 
they want and let them hnng themselves. 
"The American Association and Eastern 
league nre seeking, through the majors, 
to obtain relief from oppressive meas- 
ures adopted by the smaller leagues of 
their association. 
Some of the things 
done by tho representatives of the little 
leagues, who are in control, seem to he 
wrong, but they merely are retaliating 
for the acts of Tebonu and 
Griffiths 
while they wero in power. 
Violation of 
the national agreement by the American 
Association would puhjort its" own terri- 
tory to invasion nnd there arc plenty in 
tho smaller circuits who would jump at 
the chanco to Improve their leagues by 
locating franchises in American Associa- 
tion cities."

presided with grace and tact as toast- 
master. There was never a dull mo- 
ment during the evening, and the only j 
pause in the merriment came with 
the announcement of an unfavorable 
change in the condition of William 
Geake. Attorney Hoffman, who arose 
to speak at this juncture, prefaced his 
response with a feeling reference to 
Mr. Geake and an expression of both 
sympathy and 
hope 
that the well 


known citizen might come 
safely 


through the crisis of his iMness. 


With John B. Archer as accom- 


panist. A. H. Breitt and D. Fer-J Ur- 
bahns rendered solos, and each was 
compelled to respond to an encore. 
Samuel M. Foster talked on "Fi- 
nance,"'Charles S. Bash's theme was 
"Why 
I Am a Republican." B. G. Hoff- 


man explained "Why I Am a Demo- 
crat" and Col. A. T. Lukens demon- 
strated "Why We Laugh." with a won- 
derfully varied assortment of stories 
related In his Inimitable fashion. The 
audience -was unwilling to allow him 
to cease and he was compelled to give 
at the close his well known parody on 
"Barbara Frietchle." 


Mr. Foster in his talk on "Finance" 


dwelt briefly upon some of the causes 
of the recent financial Hurry, explain- 
ed the operations of the present bank- 
ing system, cited the need of a. more 
elastic currency and referred to some 
of the remedies proposed- He spoke 
in advocacy of the proposed guaranty 
of deposits In national banks by the 
national government, 
recently es- 


poused by William .1. Bryan, declaring 
that this plan would supply the con- 
fidence and assurance needed by the 


, people to prevent any recurrence of 
"Such financial troubles as that through 
which tho country has Just passed. 


The "joint debate" of Mr. Bash and 


Mr. Hoffman on political principles 
was a defense of tho cardinal princi- 
ples of tho two great political parties, 
with a spirited, though good-natured 
cross-lire of witty thrusts that kept 
the audience In almost continuous ap- 
plause or merriment. 
There was a 


plentiful use of pat stories to Illus- 
trate tho points of the speakers, and 
neither overlooked a chance to turn 
the tables against his opponent. 


Mr. Bash asserted that tho repub- 


lican party had boon tho bulwark of 
the country's prosperity, listed Wash- 
ington In the category of republicans 
by Inference, contended that the pro- 
tective tariff policy had made 
the 


country's Industrial greatness possi- 
ble, asserted that It had met every 
great question squarely and asserted 
(hat It is tho party of optimism and 
progress. He lauded President Roose- 
velt, declared that his hands should 
bo upheld, and declared against In- 
flated corporations and the "tinker- 
Ing" at tho tariff by politicians. When 
In his response to Mr. Hoffman he ex- 
plained- that he would have the tariff 
matters regulated by a non-partisan 
commission, he was loudly applauded 
from every part of the house. 


There was generous applause also 


for the eloquent Mr. Hoffman as he 
arose to speak, and more of It when 
he declared that he was a democrat, 
not because he has been born so, but 
because 
ho 
believed 
democracy's 


i principles were right. 
He spoke of 


I the survival of the Jeffersonlnn idea 
that the majority of the people could 
safely be trusted with governmental 
power, commended democracy's stand 
for curbing trusts, for railroad rate 
legislation, for a more elastic currency 
and for a revision of the tariff laws 
so that the American workman could 
purchase American products as cheap- 
y at home as they were purchased 
abroad. 
He referred to Mr. Bash's 


audation of Roosevelt, paid the presi- 
dent a high compliment for many of 
Us views, which he declared were 
genuine democratic measures, and fin- 
illy declared that the president is all 
right, but -that it Is his party that is 
wrong. 
He asserted, also, that the 


vested interests which have profited 
most by tho prohibitive tariff laws do 
not want Mr. Roosevelt for president 
a third term, and declared that if Mr 
Bash went as a delegate twthe repub- 
lean national convention pledged to 
support Roosevelt, he would find him 
self up against the hardest proposition 
of his life. 
As Mr. Hoffman concluded Toast 


master Granger observed that there 
were always two sides to a question 
and sometimes three, and he called 
upon Mr. Foster for a word political 
The latter 
elicited more 
applause 


•when he said 
that 
he had learnei 


from tho addresses of Mr. Bash and 
Mr. Hoffman that the terms "Bryan 
republicans" and "Roosevelt demo 
crats" were not misnomers. Mr. Fos 
ter said that In his opinion Preslden 
Roosevelt was entitled to one of the 
most eminent places in American his 
tory and deserved It for nothing mor 
surely than that he had made William 
J Bryan not only a possibility, but c 
probability. "I believe," said Mr, Fos 
ter In conclusion, "that If the llttl 
leaven is permitted to go on and d 
the work whereunto It was sent, that 
In the event of the republican nomi- 
nation of a man of the Fairbanks type 
for the presidency, we should find 
the two eminent disputants of this 
evening shaking hands across the 
table and both voting for William J. 
Bryan." 
Col A. T. Lukens closed the even- 


Ing program with his lively mono- 
logue and shared fully in the triumphs 
of the evening.

Says When Financial Aid 


Was Needed the Best 
Possible Was Done. 


Washington, Dec. B.—The annual 


report of Secretary of the Treasury 
Cortelyou, covering treasury affairs 
for the fiscal year, was made public 
today. In part it is as follows: 


During the summer the gradual 


Increasing rate of interest charged 
for call money, time money, and dis- 
counts of commercial bills indicated 
a progressive 
diminution 
in the 


amount of available cash. Accord- 
ingly, it was decided 
August 23, 


1907, to make each week substantial 
deposits in the different sections of 
the country, with the particular ob- 
ject of facilitating the fall move- 
ment of the crops. In his announce- 
ment of this plan the secretary of 
tho treasury said: 


This action Is taken to meet tho 
commercial und industrial needy of th« 
country nt tliln Benson and Is bollovod 
to be prdf«;rnblo to waiting until a time 
of acute Btrlnuoncy. when the only nl- 
tnrnntlvo would bo a large (wncral de- 
posit. Tho hitter policy tho nocrctury 
f|pnlr«« to mipersortu l>y one which ulinll 
liiivo »a Its ultlmnto object the nilJuBt- 
inont of tho operations of tho treasury 
ilnimrttnnnt. "» rapidly as It may bo 
practicable under existing law, In such 
manner us shall preclude their being In 
any senso a disturbing factor In tho 
business world. 


These distributions were contln 


ued weekly 
until 
the 
aggregate 


amount of $20.000,000 had been dis- 
tributed. 
Notwithstanding 
this 


measure, there 
was a constantly 


increasing stringency In tho mone- 
tary centers, which culminated in 
tho forced suspensions ot several 
important institutions. 


Stringency Due to Hoarding. 


Prior to this crisis the-shipments 


of currency to the west by eastern 
banks for crop-moving purposes had 
been insignificant. There had been 
no important shipments 
of • gold 


abroad, so the monetary stringency 
seemed to be due, In large measure, 
to the hoarding of funds by owners 
thereof who had become apprehen- 
sive ol their financial safety. 
As 


the crisis approached 
the depart- 


ment adopted the strongest meas- 
ures to give 
material assistance 


Within four days there was trans 
ferred from the 
treasury 
to the 


banks the sum of $35,000,000, tho 
security 
received therefor 
being

enced by the excitement of the mo- 
ment, but co-operated with national 
banks, savings banks, trust 
com- 


panies, and other 
institutions 
to 


support 
credit and restore confi- 


dence. 


An Arawer to Crltlci. 


The secretary of the treasury Is 


given wide discretion In many mat- 
ters wherein ho Is rarely called up- 
on to exercise It, and little, If any. 
In others where It Is needed daily, 
particularly as to certain of those 
having to do with the vitally Im- 
portant subject of our currency. In 
times of emergency his hands are 
virtually tied. 
If In such periods 


of stress, In an effort to avert calam- 
ity and nerve the Interests of all the 
people, ha Is obliged to resort to 
unusual measures, criticism is un- 
fortunately In many Instances direct- 
ed not to tho Inadequacy of tho sys- 
tem, but solely to the effort to give 
relief, even though It be successful 
In accomplishing that purpose. 
It 


should not bo forgotten that he has 
to deal with the practical rather 
than tho theoretical side of the cur- 
rency question. The failure of th'c 
adherents of tho various suggested 
plans of currency reform 
to. co- 


operate or to agree upon a practical 
measure would hardly appear to be a 
sufficient reason for holding him re- 
sponsible for their Indecision and in- 
action. 
The laws under which he 


administers his office should be 
made to meet the dally needs of the 
people, and his duties, sufficiently 
onerous as they are, should not be 
made more burdensome by restric- 
tions which leave him with the re- 
sponsibility, but with no adequate 
means at his disposal to meet it. 


Must Reform Currency System. 


What has happened not only this 


year, but many times before, should 
serve as an admonition to enact wise 
laws for the prevention in the future 
of disasters due in part at least to 
the imperfect organization of our 
monetary system. 
Admittedly it 


has been of great service to our" 
people, but with changing conditions 
there has become more apparent 
each year the need for Improvement 
of a substantial and permanent char- 
acter. If no action is thought ad- 
visable at this time fully to meet 
this need, I deem it important, that 
something be done as speedily as 


may be consistent with thorough 
consideration to provide under Gov- 
ernment guaranty a greater elastic- 
ity 
to 
the 
currency—something 


which shall be automatic la lt« 
operation and which shall tend to 
equalize rates of Interest not only in 
different sections of the country, 
but at different periods of the year. 
Provision should be made either for 
such elasticity without the necessity 
of Intervention on the part ot th« 
secretary of tho treasury or he 
should be granted the authority to 
supply it by properly safeguarded 
measures. I believe that simplicity 
of plan and promptness of action 
are what the people need and will 
demand. What particular form thl» 
proposed 
legislation should take 


must be left to the action of the con- 
gress. I have no pride of opinion 
as to the method, but I have th» 
deepest concern that the result shall 
be adequately beneficial. 


The only specific recommendation 


I would make at present Is that It 
be given prompt attention, and that 
It bo not laid aside until some defi- 
nite means of relief shall have been 
enacted Into luw. 


Owing to tho unusual 'demands 


made on the various officials of the 
department, and particularly on the 
force of my own Immediate office, 
during tho past month, I have been 


- unable to embrace in this report 


several topics upon which data hava 
been collected and to which I had 
intended to refer at some length. 
These matters will be made the sub- 
jects of la.ter reports for the infor- 


mation of tho congress.
